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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Raleigh et al, US Pat 5,809,422, newly cited, in view of Werling, of record. 

Claim 23: Raleigh discloses a method for cellular communication comprising 

Determining the location of a user, allocating call resources at each cell 
encircling the user, and setting up a channel (col 1 lines 44-65). Raleigh fails to 
disclose that the user device is directional. 

Werling discloses the utility of using directional antennas in a cellular mobile 
station (col 2 line 54-col 3 line 33). As such, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to add such a feature to Raleigh, as 
Werling discloses that such would avoid unwanted and possibly dangerous interference. 
Claim 24: the combined invention of Raleigh in view of Werling is read as being 
performed in parallel. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 25-27, 29 and 30 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 39-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 25 and 39 teach towards a method for allocating cellular resources to a 
user of a directional wireless device, wherein a change of orientation of the user device 
is detected and in response, call resources are allocated at every cell surrounding the 
user and a call channel is setup with the user at an optimal cell. Claims 26, 27, 29, 30 
and 40-44 are deemed as containing allowable subject matter based on a dependence 
on claims 25 and 39. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 25 has been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
